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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that applicants claim what is 
regared as her invention and the claimed method is examplified in at least Example 11 and table 2 of the specification. One skiled in the 
art would recognize the modulation of the tetanus toxin or fusion protein would have been a function of the administration of BDNF, NT-4 
or GDNF, and addition of tetanuz toxin to neurons is well known in the art (amendment, p. 3-4). This is not found persuasive because of 
the reasons of record. It remains unclear how to modulate the transport in a neuron of a tetanus toxin or a fusion protein, how to detect 
the presence of tetanus toxin and what would be the criteria of a modulation of neuronal transport of tetanus toxin, absent those method 
steps, the claimed method remians incomplete. 
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
